Washington, Aug. 14.— The state de- 


partment yesterday received mail ad- 
vices from three different quarters ID 
Colombia, all allowing revolutionary 
movements iu progress and a rather 
serious condition of affairs. 
Both 


termini of the Panama railway route 
,Vrer« heard from. Consul General Giul- 
ger writing from Panama as to a iw- 
rcjutionary attack on nearby. towns, and 
Consul Malmros, at Colon, reporting 
that guerilla fighting had been going ou 
at different points between Colon and 
jjPauama. 


At the same time, Minister Hart wrote 


!froui the capital of Colombia as to the 
arrest and imprisonment of prominent 
adherents of the former president, Dr. 
•Bancleiaente, as they were suspected 
'of seeking to have the Nationalist or- 
ganization join with the Liberals, who 
fcre said to be showing; increased 
•Strength and activity in a revolutionary 
"movement. 
Although these letters 


&ave taken some time to come forward, 
'yet they give the state department 
about the best and only definite infor- 
mation which is at hand as to the con- 
dition of affairs. 
i Mr. Gudger's letter says that on July 
^6 and 27 about 75 revolutionists en- 
tered the towns of Gatuu, Bohol, and 
Ban Pablo, on the line of the Panama 
railroad, midway between Panama and 
Colon, made prisoners of the alcalde 
end several policemen, and retired to the 
mountains, taking with them what 
arms and provisions they could flud. 
He says that reports were current of 
1 revolutionary gatherings at other points 
and an attack on the Panama railroad 
\vas feared. A general uprising seemed 
imminent, and the government was be- 
coming alarmed at the situation. This 
letter is dated July 29, and does not re- 
fer to the holding up of the train at 
•Mataehin, reported by him by rable. as 
that happened later, and did not result 
in any looting. 


The attention of public officials has 


been attracted to the manifesto issued 
by General TJribe Uribe, leader of the 
Colombian revolutionists, declaring for 
a "grea'ter Colombia," and, although 
nothing of an official nature has been 
received on the subject, it appears to 
bear out the ideas held for some time 
as to the scope of the present trouble. 
According to the' manifesto UribeUnbe 
Is seeking to unite the interests of Co- 
lombia, Venezuela and Ecuador. 


The navy department has received 


word of the departure of the Iowa from 
Puget sound fpr San Francisco, whence 
Bhe will go to Panama if her services 
are required there. 


Reported Killing of Uribe-Uribe 
New York, Aug. 14.— The Times saj s: 


'According to El Conservador, a semi- 
oificial newspaper published at Bar- 
ranquilla, Colombia, 
General Rafael 


Uribe-Uribe was killed at San Cristobal. 
.Venezuela, on July 27, while fighting 
with th3 Venzuelan troops against the 
.Colombian invaders. 


El Conservador's authority for this 


report is a message sent by General 
Iguaran, in charge of the Colombian 
government forces at Rio Hocha, to the 
commandcr-in-chief at Barranquilla. 
JThe Colombians engaged in the fight 
at San Cristobal were led by Eangel 
Carbiras. 


Much excitement was caused among 


Colombians here by the report. 
The 


friends of General Uribe-Uribe consider 
it significant that the Colombian gov- 
ernment has not sent the news by cable 
to Its representatives, for the Colombian 
consulate here has not been officially 
notified. 
While there is nothing defi- 


nite on which to base a denial of the 
report, the general's friends discredit 
It on the ground that several times dur- 
ing the rebellion, a year, ago, General 
•Uribe-Uribe was declared killed in bat- 
tle. 


?Co direct news has been received 


from General Uribe-Uribe since June 
15, when it is said he sailed from this 
city for Venezuela. 
Colombian offi- 


cials said that he went there to secure 
aid from President Castro in the shape 
of arms and ammunition to continue the 
rebellion. 
Since then A. J. Restrepo, 


the diplomatic representative of the in- 
surgents, has received indirect informa- 
tion that General Uribe-Uribe reached 
Colombia safely, and is fighting at the 
head of 15,000 mer. 


Tlghe Will 3nv<Nt!ffat« 


tJMcago, Aug. 14.— Without notifica- 


tion to the officers or members of the

However, View Our Increased Po* 
Utical Preati2« With Delight 


London, 
Aug. 
14.—Frederick W. 


Holls, United States member of the in- 
ternational court of arbitration at Tlie 
Hague, who was in London after a pro- 
longed visit to St. Petersburg, Berlin 
and Vienna, sailed for New York today. 
In talking of his impressfons ot the re- 
lations betwefen the European powers 
and America Mr. Holls said: 


"Although niy business was of a pro- 


fessional and private cbarncter, I have 
had the opportunity of seeing leading 
statesmen and foreign ministers, as well 
as numerous publicists and internation- 
al lawyers. 


"From all we have heard, we believe 


that the outlook for peace among the 
.great powers and for the gradual but 
unmistakable development of the in- 
tent of the peace conference could 
hardly be better. No European power 
wants war any more thau thtf Ameri- 
cans. 
Notwithstanding 
all appear- 


ances to the contrary, public opinion 
is today the greatest European power. 
Of course It would be folly to say thera 
Is no longer danger of war, for popular 
excitement In' any one quarter may up- 
set all calculations. Still the existence 
of a permanent tribunal to decide in- 
ternational disputes, 
the well rec- 


ognized economic, break-down which 
war now means for all belligerents, 
the lessons of tbe Boer war, and the 
frightful fiasco in China, all the ele- 
ments of the situation arc working 
powerfully for peace. 


"The present feeling in Europe re- 


garding the United States cannot be 
characterized in one phrase. That it 
Is not everywhere friendly, must, I fear, 
be admitted. 
But this is not strangp. 


The strength and prosperity of the 
great, peaceful, 'un-military' republic 
Is not plpasin^to its opponents and 
critics of our 4nsy tutions. Then there 
Is natural Jealousy in commercial and 
Industrial circles of our economic prog- 
ress. . But it should be remembered 
that governments 
of all forms are 


averse to having their foreign policy 
dictated by theorists, or even by ex- 
porters and manufacturers. Any policy 
•which even seems to be dictated by 
class, instead ol by the highest In- 
terests of the whole people, is doomed 
to failure by its. inherent 
weakness. 


Hence, I believe it Is is long way from 
commercial jealousy. ' 


'•The talk about a combination of 


European powers against the United 
States is fanciful and impracticable 
They have greater cause for quarrels 
among themselves than any of them 
has against the'United States. All 
talk to the contrary in parliaments and 
In the press, is, in my opinion, merely 
a cover for an Irictea,se in tariffs by the 
particular powers. 
Of this we cer- 


tainly cannot complain. It vindicates 
our own policy of protection. More- 
over, it is a question whether it is not 
even desirable for us. for it will com- 
pel us to adopt a policy of reciprocity, 
which ought to be a permanent benefit 
to the country. 


"I feel confident of one thing- what- 


ever rimy be the nttlhide of particular 
governments or classes—the mass of 
the common people in Europe are suf- 
fering from domestic causes. 
They 


regard us as ever their best friends. 
They view the Increased prestige and 
power of the United States in the world 
of politics with hope and delight. They 
recognize our new position as a great 
guarantee of peace and progress. 


"Whatever objections are raised to 


our assertion and vindication of the 
Monroe doctrine In its extended form 
come from theorists only, and, so far as 
my observation goes, meet with no 
popular approval whatever. Our claim 
to control and own absolutely and ex- 
clusively any and all isthmian cauals 
Is cordially recognized, not only on the 
continent, but by most authorities and 
organs of public opinion in Great Brit- 
ain. 
With skillful diplomacy ou our 


part, It ought to be esisy to arrive at nn 
agreement which should be entirely 
satisfactory to American public opinion 
without impairing in the least tlie pr<s- 
ent cordial relations existing between 
the two great English speaking na- 
tions."

AMONG THE RAILWAYS. 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
. Testing Miller Signal System. 


CAUSE OF EAILEOAD AOOIBEHTS. 


Hort of Them Due to Nearoiti, 


Dr. Alexander Scott of Gl**cow, 
Several Ca«e« Cited—Ba» cm Penm- 
•ylTftnla Dutch by the Lehlch Val- 
ley Road. 
The Chicago and Eastern Illinois Is 


equipping its double track between 
Chicago and Momence, Ills., a distance 
of 33 miles, with a new safety signal 
system, says the St. Louis Republic. 
This will be the first test ever made of 
this device on a full division of road, 
and it will be carefully watched by 
railroad men from all parts of tho 
ccaintry. Tbe Miller signal is an elec- 
trical device invented by H. V. Miller, 
superintendent of telegraph of the Al- 
ton railroad, and does away with sem- 
aphores, their complicated machinery 
and expensive maintenance. 


Tbe Miller system is placed In tbfe 


engine cab. When the track is clear, a 
white light burns constantly. When it 
is obstructed, a red light burns. The 
track is divided into insulated blocks, 
the length varying according to the 
conditions. If the road is crooked, the 
blocks are not to exceed balf a mile 
long. If the track is stralght.they may 
be longer. Any obstruction iu any 
block, whether it be a train, an open 
switch or a ear blown off the siding, Is 
at once detected by ihe engineer. The 
signal is operated by a small storage 
battery under the cab seat in the en- 
gine aud by batteries placed in boxes 
below the frost line along the track. 


It is claimed that neither frost, fog, 


snow, rain nor any of the things which 
so seriously interfere with tbe working 
of other signals can have any effect on 
the Miller signal. The engineer has the 
HgSts in front of him. and as long as 
his white light is burning he knowa 
that the track ahead of him is clear for 
at least two blocks. It is also claimed 
that by the use of this device trains 
can be run on closer schedule, with less 
danger, than by any other method now 
in use. The^block systems now In nse 
cost about $1,000 a mile, while the Mil- 
ler signal costs about half that sum. 
The t-ost of maintenance of the Miller 
signal is quite small. 


At the recent annual meeting of the 


British Medical association in London 
Dr. Alexander Scott of Glasgow made 
the alarming assertion that most rail- 
way accidents were due to neurosis of 
railway men, caused by the nerve ten- 
sion of their duties. To prove this he 
cited many cases whjch had come un- 
der his own observation. 


A man who had-been promoted from 


fireman to enghotter soon complained 
of dyspepsia. "Tbe usual remedies fail- 
ed, and he sent the man to a consulting 
physician. The latter also failed to 
cure the man. Then the engineer went 
through a whole course of quack medi- 
cine without any success. It was only 
after a big smash up on tbe railway, 
as a result of which tbe man was dis- 
missed, that he finally got well. He 
had simply been suffering from nerv- 
ous tension. 
1 


Another man who bad been working 


on a farm became a railway servant 
and afterward a signalman. The nerv- 
ous tension was so great that it 
brought on headache, weariness and in- 
somnia. He ultimately recovered and 
is now an excellent workman, but not 
a signalman. 


Another case cited was that of a sig- 


nalman who was found on the floor 
In convulsions. When he was able to 
speak, he said he never entered the sig- 
nal box without feeling that he Was 
on the brink of a precipice and that 
some day a disaster would occur. An- 
other man who was put in the signal 
box after doing general railway work 
developed an acute mania in the form 
of an affection of the nervous cells. 


Dr. Scott referred to tbe Slough acci- 


dent. In this case the engineer de- 
clared that he did not know how he 
had run past the danger signal. The 
jury found that tbe engineer had been 
afflicted for a moment with aberration 
of the mind, yet this same man had 
conveyed over 150,000,000 passengers 
without a single mistake. 


The Lehigh Valley railroad struck a 


blow at the perpe"tuation of the Penn- 
sylvania German language when an 
order was Issued to the shifting ea- 
gine crews that all conversation, social 
and business, while on duty must be 
in the English language, says the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger. The order says thnt 
"under no circumstances shall Penn- 
sylvania German be spoken." Station 
Agent Fretz says the real reason for 
Issuing the order is that some time ago 
a conductor gave directions to the 
err ,v of his train In Pennsylvania Ger- 
man, and a serious collision nearly re 
Bill ted b»cnuso a brakeman who did 
.not understand the language perfectly 
bad a string of cars shifted on the 
wrong'track.1 Railroad officials sn.v 
that as the book of rules is printed In 
English that language should be used 
by crews. 


For the benefit of tourists the Swiss

positive ifldications o£ it'. 
The Amer- 


ican Tiu Plate company has a email 
force at tho Crescent plant in Cleve- 
land, and is also planning resumption 
at both points with non-union men. 
The steel corporation has ordered that 
the Chartier's. plant at Carnegie be dis- 
mantled and removed to Leechburg. 


So far good order has prevailed, al- 


though the steel officials assert thai 
taere has been intimidation at "Wheel- 
lug. McKeesport and Fittsburg. "Both 
sides express their confidence in ulti- 
mate victory, aud are actively carrying 
forward their respective campaigns. 


The number of men out as a result 


of the general order Is now roughly e»- 
tlmated at 1G,000, and on the three or- 
ders at 62,000. 
Many strikers have 


found work in independent mills, or at 
other occupations, and many are idlu 
merely because the skilled men are out. 


The steel corporation held its ground 


at Chicago, Joliet, Bay View, Youngs- 
town, Columbus, the Kiskiminetas val 
ley and the Carnegie group, with The 
exception of the instance named. 


The strikers are considering plans 


for breaking the decision of Chicago, 
Joliet and Bay View to stand with the 
steel company, but what they plan to 
flo has not yet been made clear. They

•with both dishonesty and disloyalty.

The death of Francesco Crlspl in hla 


eighty-second year marks the passing 
. {the roost Interesting figure in modern 
Italian politic*, eays tho New York 
World. He was sometimes colled the 
"Grand Old Man," sometimes the Bis- 
marck of Italy. From A simple soldiei 
IB th« army of Garibaldi he became dic- 
tator of the kingdom. 


U* WM for several years at different 


times premier of Italy. He occupied 
the paradoxical position of being a suc- 
cessful leader without a formidable 
party to support him. Crisp! was his 
own constituency, and by his single ef- 
forts he triumphed over his political 
foes. It was said of him that arro 
BjHnce was the keynote of his success. 


His private life was clouded. Two 


women survive him, and both are 
known as Mme. Crlspl. His name was 
coupled with that at, a defaulting 
cashier of the Bank of Rome. He was 
charged with bigamy, and the Italian 
Chamber sought to impeach him. As- 
sassins twice attempted to kill him, and 
for years be wore a coat of mail be- 
neath his shirt. 


Crisp! was born at Bibera, in Sicily, 


Oct. 4, 1319. He started in life as a 
lawyer In Sicily, bnt really began his 
remarkable career as a participant in 
the conspiracy of 1848, which led to the 
overthrow of the kingdom of the two 
Sicilies. After that he was in several 
revolts, and in 1858 be fought as a pri- 
vate under Garibaldi. 


Forty years ago he entered the first 


Italian parliament and quickly became 
a political leader. The present triple 
alliance of Germany. Italy and Austria 
Is his handiwork. At a time when Aus- 
tria was increasing her grasp on Italy 
Crispi paid a series of visits to Bis- 
marck in 18S7, which resulted in the 
successful culmination of his persistent 
efforts to get Italy out ^ of Austria's 
leading strings. Like all strong char- 
acters he made enemies. His whole 
life was 4 series of battles. Neverthe- 
less he was invariably victorious over 
bis foes. 


His foresight and sagacity were 


never tnore clearly shown than in an 
interview With the above mentioned 
paper's Rome correspondent April 25, 
1888. He was asked what he thought 
would be the result of the American- 
Spanish war. Practically all Europe at 
that time sympathized with Spain and 
seemed to believe that her renown in 
arms would be reflected anew. 


"It Is tint ead of Spain," said Crispi 


emphatically. 
t 
The correspondent suggested that he 


was severe .en valiant Spain. 


"Valiant, chivalrous—yes," the ei- 


premier retorted, "but those are s the 
virtues of the middle ages as under- 
stood by the grandees of Spain. In 
our nineteenth century initiative is 
necessary-^ai practical spirit which in 
the Spaniards is wanting." 


Another part of the prophecy gives 


food for present thought. 


"If the United States defeats Spain, 


as is probable," be said, "Spain will be 
obliged, in order to maintain her posi- 
tion, to haw recourse to costly arma- 
mcnts, and Europe, which is looking 
forward to the time of actual disarma- 
ment, will more than ever be plnnged 
Into an endless ea^enee. After armies 
for land, the navies must now be in- 
creased." 
*^- 


Following the disclosures In 1886 of 


theftB from an important branch of the 
Bank of Roa>e.rtCrispl was directed 
under a warrant'to appear before the 
court and deliver to the examining 
magistrate an account of his financial 
dealings with ffavilla, the accused man- 
ager of the bank. Crisp! was subse- 
quently found not guilty of any crim- 
inal offense, but the examining com- 
mission declared him deserving of polit- 
ical censure. A,motion to impeach 
Crispi was defeated. 
Crispi bad a 


wonderful capacity for work. He neg- 
lected literature and knew the names 
of the most famous authors and poets 
only from hearsay. Whenever he was 
obliged to accompany hie family to the 
theater, he usually went to sleep. 


At 18 be fell desperately in love with 


• pretty peasant girl and married her 
despite bin father's opposition. 
She 


died two years afterward. A daughter 
born of the union has always shared in 
Crispl's heart bis love for Italy. Shortly 
before hie campaign with Garibaldi he 
married again. His second wife bore 
'.with him untold hardships. 


He was exiled from Italy, and when 


be returned and saw before him a 
brilliant career he put her from him 
without compunction. Be bad become 
enamored of a younger, more beautiful 
woman and married her. The queen of 
Italy at first refused to recognize this 
third wife. He was tried for bigamy, 
hot escaped punishment through a 
technicality. 


He once received an Invitation to a 


Mate dinner to which his wife was not 
ftnvlted. Going straight to the palace, 
be Mid to the chamberlain, "TellTier 
aajesty that If by this evening 
Mme. 


Crispi is not treated like the wives of 
the other- ministers, the republic will 
be proclaimed In Italy within 24 
hours." 


Mme. Crispl received the Invitation.

' Writing of the adventurous career of 
the balloonist, Cleveland Moffett tells in 
6t. Nicholas of a daring deed performed 
by Mme. Cnrlotta Myers, wife of the 
noted balloonist, Professor Carl Myers of 
Frankfort, N. T. 


Some years ago at Ottawa she made 


an* ascension never forgotten by the peo- 
ple of that city. It was a gala occasion 
in honor of Queen Victoria's gift of the 
Crystal palace to her loyal subjects, and 
Canada had rarely seen »uch a gather- 
ing. 
Twenty-five thousand peo_ple, as 


•was estimated, were packed inside the 
exposition grounds to see the famous 
aeronaut rise to the clouds. 


And there at the appointed time stood 


Carlotta on .a_ raised platform, with, the 
multitude" aoout" TierT waiting for the 
balloon. She wore a short skirt over a 
gymnasium suit and made an attractive 
picture with her fine figure and golden 
bronze hair. 
So thought various city 


dignitaries who chatted with- her -ad- 
miringly •while the crowd surged about 


' tljem. 
, 
Meantime Professor Myers was anx- 


I iously watching the maneuvers of some 
, Indians hirtd by a committee to tow tha 


balloon trom the gas works, two miles 


1 distant, "where it had been filled. This 
i was rather against the professor's judg- 


I$ent, for tbe Rideau river, flowing by 
tbe grounds, offered an obstacle that 
could be overcome only by the help of 
canoes and, towlines, and to paddle a big 
galloon across a river—a fresh filled, 
hard tugging balloon—is not a thing to 
be undertaken lightly. 


And in spite of all her skill these In- 


dians found themselves presently lifted 
•into the air, canoes and all (ob, they were

was. Now, when 25,000 people are all 
pressing slowly toward one point, it is 
apt to fare ill witb those at that point, 
and then had not Carlotta acted on a 
flash of inspiration there would surely 
bare been disaster in that mercilesa 
crush. 


Bhe looked over the shouting, swaying 


multitude and in a second saw the dan- 
ger—saw women held helpless and faint- 
ing in that jam of bodies; saw one way, 
and only one, to save tbe situation, and 
took that way. Stepping off the platform, 
she ran lightly and swiftly over heads 
and shoulders packed solid and came to 
the balloon.

Carlotta drew a long breath of relief 


and looked down. They were still a mile 
above ground. She had the runaway in 
hand, but where should' she land him? 
Most aeronauts would have been thank- 
ful enough to get down alive anywhere; 
she proposed to do a feat of steering as 
well. 
! No doubt there was some gas in the 
upper part of the bag to help her, but in 
the main she was guiding a parachute, 
and she guided it so skillfully by tipping 
tile footboard forward or back, to left or 
right, that she landed finally in a clump 
of evergreen trees some 15 miles from 
Ottawa that she bad selected as the very 
place she proposed to land.

thor! Who Knew B«tt«r. 


When Mr. Anthony Tfrollope pictured 


Andy Scott as "coming whistling np the 
street with a cigar in his month," be not 
only proved that he had never made per- 
sonal experiment of tbe double feat of 
smoking a cigar and whistling a tune, 
but be was unconsciously following in tbe 
steps of still greater, writers who. made 
their heroes do amazing and'impossible 
things. 
Those who remember their Bobinson 


Crusoe may, recall a most wonderful feat 
of this hero of childhood. When he'de- 
cided to abandon the wreck and try to 
swim ashore, be took the precaution to 
remove all his clothes, and yet by some 
strange magic, of which the secret fans 
been lost, the author mokes him, when 
in this condition of nature, fill bis pock- 
ets with biscuits. 


The great Shakespeare himself bad a 


peculiar facility for making tbe hnpoa- j 
sible happen in his plays. One of the 
roost remarkable of these feats occurs in 
the fifth act of "Othello," when Desde- 
mona, after she has been duly smothered 
by the Moor, cornea to life again and en- 
ters into conversation quite rationally, 
even inventing a generous falsehood to 
shield him from the consequences of his 
crime before she decides to die. The im- 
probability of a person recovering con- 
sciousness and speech after being smoth- 
ered and of dying after-performing such 
a feat scarcely needs pointing out 


Shakespeare, too, bad a trick of intro- 


ducing the most glaring anachronisms— 
so glaring, in fact, that there is more 
than a suspicion that they must have 
been Introduced consciously for some un- 
known reason. 


For instance, he makes a clock strike 


in ancient Rome at a time more than a 
thousand years before clocks were in- 
Tented, when such an event would cer- 
tainly have been tbe eighth wonder of 
the world. 


Quite regardless of the evidence of 


geography, be transports Bohemia to tht 
seaside, and he introduces a printing 
press long before the days of Gutenberg. 
He calmly introduces a billiard table into 
Cleopatra's palace and makes cannon 
familiar to King John and bis barons. 


Thackeray was no mean rival to Shake- 


speare in vagaries of this kind, bat in, 
his csse they appear to bave been the re- 
sult of pure carelessness and forgetful- 
ness. Tbe most flagrant case perhaps Is 
where, after burying Lady Kew and ef- 
fectively dismissing her from the story, 
he brings her to life again to beip him 
ont with his plot, and in other cases his 
capacity for mixing np the names of bis 
characters is as confusing as it is won- 
derful. 


Entile Zola, in spite of his carefulness,

sador to the United States, In aa inter- 
view printed in the Echo de Paris is 
quoted as follows: "Europeans bare no 
idea bow hard Americans, both rich 
and poor, work.

CHINESE CABBAGES. > 


l Department to Experi- 


ment With nn Oriental Vegetable. 
The agricultural department la now 


making preparations for a series of ex- 
periments nert spring to test tbe grow- 
ing in tbe United States of fruits and 
vegetables which for centuries bave 
been used by tbe Chinese, says tbe 
Washington Star. The vegetable from 
which the best result is anticipated la 
the Chinese cabbage, which has a deli- 
cate flavor, but none of that "cabbage 
smell" which mukes tbe vegetable un- 
welcome in many a household where It 
would otherwise be placed on tbe table. 


Tbe Chinese cabbage may be cooked 


as is the American variety without 
fear that callers will be able to tell 
wbat their bost Is to bave for dinner. 
Tbis cabbafee dees not "bead tip" in tbe' 
compact form of tbe American variety. 
Its leaves are loose, and while tbe 
plant is growing the gardener must tie 
them np so'tbat tbe inner leaves will 
be blanched and tender by the time Ik 
gets Its full growth. Otherwise the 
leave* would spread and, be less desira- 
ble as a food.
